They find that asphalt is nof giv- 
ng good satisfaction, and while granite 
s considered best for streets on which 
there is heavy traffic, brick seems to be 
growing In popularity for paving pur- 
poses. There are several different kinds 
of brick on the market, but those which 
give the best satisfaction in Troy are 
made at New Cumberland, W. Va. Albany 
uses to quite a large extent brick made at 
Catskill, N. Y., which are cheaper than 
some of the others, but not so durable. 


The whole question will be very thor- 


oughly investigated before the material to 
be used here is decided upon in order that 
the money to be expended in paving may 
be laid out to the best possible advan- 
tage.

Spanish Troops to Lta Cuba by the Thou- 


sands Within a Few Days, The Cubans 


Are Beaten or Spain Is Exhausted.

Washington, D. a April 16.—It is now 


certain that the Spaniards are to wltb_ 
draw from Cuba. Reliable naws today to 
bat effect is at hand. 
It is certain that at least part of the 


Spanish army will go within a few days. 
Fhe rainy season will open soon and then- 
rhe evacuation begins. 
Ten thousand soldiers will go within 
wo weeks, a^id 30,000 will follow them 
t month or six weeks. 
The Spanish authorities send word tbat 


this means that the insurrection is at an 
end and that the troops are not needed, 
ind that the trouble has ended in com- 
plete Spanish victory.-— 
i 


The Spanish government and Weyler 


claim that Gomez now has only 100 fol- 
lowers, who can be taken care of by a few 
thousand troops as well as by 180,000 men. 


But the Cubans tell another story. They 


claim that Spain's finances are exhausted 
and the troops are going because they 
have not the supplies or clothing or 
equipment necessary to keep them in the 
field. 


The news is important. It means that 


the insurrection is really at an end or that 
Spain has decided to give np the contest. 
The Spanish officials in Cuba are ttying to 
keep the matter secret, which has a bad 
look for Spain.

A TAKING SPEECH 


By President Lawrence at 


the Legislature'sAnnual 


Banquet. 


A NOTABLE SPREAD IN BOSTON 


Large Attendance of Senators and 


Representatives. Banquet Served 


at the American House. 
Pres. 


Lawrence's Happy Remarks. 


The members of the state -legislature 


held their annual dinner Thursday night 
at the American house, Boston, a large 
majority of the members of the house and 
senate being present. Senator Irwln of 
Northampton presided and Governor 
Wolcott and Lieutenant Governor Crane 
were the only invitfcd guests present. 
Letters of regret from United States Sen- 
ators George F. Hoar and H. C. Lodge 
were read and President Lawrence of the 
senate and Speaker Bates of the house 
had a few words of commendation on the 
work performed so far during the present 
session. 


President Lawrence spoke as follows: 
The fact that after three months and a 


half of legislative battle we are able to 
gather here regardless of any previous 
condition of party servitude, under the 
reign of good fellowship, is a matter of 
congratulation. 


"We bear a good deal nowadays about 


the "tyranny of the majority." Let this 
occasion be witness to those without the 
sacred precincts of Massachusetts tbat 
the only tyranny of tdat kind we have 
witnessed was when a feast was prepared 
and then the majority went out, and laid 
violent hands on the minority and com- 
pelled them to come in. 


Personally I am not so much of a parti- 


san but tbat I am wilting to admit that 
all the good fellows are not on my side, 
and that there are in the other party men 
whose purity of purpose will ab least com- 
pare favorably with my own. 


This has been a legitlature that has 


been specially marked for the fact that it 
has attended strictly to business and fol- 
lowing the unselfish examples set by the 
legislature of 1896, has not journeyed into 
far countries, but has been content to do 
business at the old stand. 


Our relations with the executive end ol 


the government have been mosc cordial, 
and yet we remember that had it not been 
for the executive veto we could have 
slaughtered ooot, sheldrakes, loons and 
old squaws to our heart's content: and we 
also remember that had it not been for 
that same powerful hand, we could ac- 
cording to our various tasks, have taken 
our alcohol with or without paint. 


There has been an era of investigation. 


To investigate means to aorutinlze, over- 
haul, sift, probe into and explore. 


All this we have done and more. And 


to show that we are no respecter of per- 
sona, this week we have been investigat- 
ing the cows of Lowell and Draont: If he 
only could speak we might scrutinize the 
gypsy moth. 


If we were going to live our lives over 


again there are probably some things we 
should do differently. If I could live thia 
session over again I would advise some 
means by which 145 matters should not be 
referred to cue committee. 


The senate has now a very short calen- 


dar. We invariably dispose of the orders 
of the day before the hour of adjourn- 
ment. The house calendar on the other 
hand Is crowded. I urg*My request com- 
mittees to report every matter they oon- 
aUtently can to the senate.

tees give tho senate all the business they 
can during the next two weeks and an 
early adjournment will not be impossi- 
ble. 


I know it la dangerous to attempt to be 


a prophet, but I believe that on or before 
June 1 the members of the great and gen- 
eral court can return to the arms of their 
constituents.

I congratulate the legislature of 1897 


upon its industry, its patience, its untir- 
ing devotion to the business before it. 
When we return to the people if we do 
not receive the commendation "well done 
good and faithful servant" it will be be- 
cause they do not know a good thing 
when they see it and1 furnish further evi- 
dence of the fact that republics are un- 
grateful.

DEATH OF MRS. T1LTON.

f th« Principal Personagen I 
Beecher Trial Passes Awaj. 


Brooklyn, April 16. — Mrs. Elizabeth 


R. Tilton, wife of Theodore Tilton, who 
sued the late Henry Ward Beecher for 
alienating his wife's affections, died at 
her home in Pacific street of pntalysls. 
Mrs. 
Tilton was stricken about a, month 


ago. She rallkd, however, and was sup- 
posed to be on the road to recovery 
when she was stricken a second time. 
She never recovered consciousness after 
the second stroke. 


Mrs. Tilton has been living in retire- 


ment at the house of her widowed 
daughter sin&: the Beechei trial. Hui 
friends have endeavored to shield her 
from publicity to such an extent lhat 
there is no crape on the door of the 
house in which her body lies and the 
blinds of the windows are not drawn. 


Several of Mrs. Tllton's grown daugh- 


ters were at her bedside when she died. 
She did not recognize any of them. The 
funeral services weie private, only a few 
intimate friends attending. The serv- 
ices were conducted by the Rev. Mala- 
chi Taylor. 


Mrs. Tilton belonged to a sect known 


as the Plymouth Brethren. ' For some 
time previous to her illness Mrs. Tilton 
was partially blind. She regarded this 
as a grreat affliction, because she was 
always very fond of reading. Her hus- 
band, Theodore Tilton, has been living 
In Paris since the Beecher trial. He has 
been notified of her death. 


Mrs. Tilton's death was almost coin- 


cident -with that of Mrs. Henry Ward 
Beecher, who died only two weeks ago. 
Of the persons directly affected by the 
great Beecher trial the only one now 
living is Tilton, the complainant. 


Tilton was a member of Mr. Beecher's 


church in Brooklyn and editor of the 
Brooklyn Union, owned then, by the 
late Henry C. Boxven. Bowen backed 
his editor in the suit. He was a pillar 
of the church too. 


When the ease-was decided for Beech- 


er, those who stood by the pastor black- 
listed the paper. The trial ot the suit 
was one of the m<St notable legal bat- 
tles evec fouyht4n this^country..
